GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G- ^ - 7 / 

AN ORDINANCE amending General Ordinance No. G- 
97 by authorizing the vacation of a public alley 
in S. B. Bond's Amended Subdivision. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. A petition for the vacation of a public alley 
by DUEMLING MEDICAL BUILDING, INC. , having been filed with the 
Fort Wayne City Plan Commission, and a resolution having been duly 
adopted by the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission on March 22, 1971 
following a public hearing thereon, all in accordance with Section 
44, Chapter 174, of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, as amended by Section 3, Chapter 385, of the Acts of 
1963 of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana (Burns Ind. 
Statutes, 1964 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), the Thoroughfare Plan 
as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by the Common 
Council of the City of Fort Wayne on November 26, 1963, is amended 
by deleting the follov/ing public alley in Fort Wayne, Allen County 
Indiana, to-wit: 

Commencing at a point on the southwest corner of Lot 
No. 1 in S. B. Bond's Amended Subdivision, Fairfield 
Outlet 22 and part of Outlet 21 in the northeast 1/4 of 
the northwest 1/4 of Section 14, Township 30 North, 

Range 12 East in the City of Fort Wayne, Allen County, 
Indiana; thence north along the west line of Lots No. 

1 and No. 2 in said S. B. Bond's Amended Subdivision a 
distance of 120.0 feet; thence west at a right angle 
to said line a distance of 12 feet; thence south at a 
right angle with the last described line and parallel 
with the first described line to a point 12 feet west 
of the southwest corner of said Lot No. 1 in S. B. 

Bond's Amended Subdivision; thence east 12 feet to the 
point of beginning. 

SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval by 
the Mayor, and legal publication, a duly certified copy of this 
Ordinance, of the recommendation of the Fort Wayne City Plan 
Commission, and of the action of the Mayor, shall be transmitted 
by the City Clerk to the Board of Public Works of the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana.

Dear Phil: 

We understand a petition has been filed to close the south 
120 feet of the alley between Home Avenue and Beechwood Drive. 

No doubt our friends at the clinic have good reason to make 
such a petition. We understand they are hoping to erect a new 
clinic office building extending from near Fairfield Avenue to 
about 200 feet west of the alley. Presumably, a long, low 
building would be less costly than a higher building on their 
property east of the alley. 

But it seems to us that consideration should be given to 
the long-suffering residents of Beechwood Amended Addition, who 
have seen their Class A subdivision hacked away, bit by bit, 
over the years. Note these incursions which have occured during 
the past few years : 

1. The Noll property was sold to a church which forthwith 
requested violation of the deep-set building line in order to 
erect a new sanctuary. 

2. A church parking lot was established, facing on Beech- 
wood Circle. 

3. A nursing home was permitted, also, to violate not only 
the Grade A zoning, but the building line. 

4. A doctor's office in a Fairfield Avenue residence near 
Pontiac was permitted to pave a parking lot facing the small 
park in Beechwood Addition. 

5. The Crippled Children's School was permitted to do like- 
wise. In this case, the slope of the ground was such that excess 
drainage could not be handled by the existing storm sewer. Flooded 
basements became the vogue on the south side of Beechwood Drive. 
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6. The Crippled Children's School was permitted to set up 
an unsightly garbage can station without camouflage, placing it 
virtually in the front yards of the Beechwood residents. 

7. When the Turtle Creek nursing home was built, utility 
lines were run in on huge poles, creating another unsightly 
situation. 

8. When the Duemling Clinic purchased lots on Home Avenue, 
some of them were cleared and graded for parking, permitting 
excess drainage run-off onto Beechwood properties. 

9. The Servall Garbage collection service has found it 
easier to come up the alley from South Wayne to the "T" between 
Home Avenue and Beechwood, and then back out to South Wayne 
rather than negotiate the utility pole complex at the "T" . 

Several times these backing up trucks have run off the pavement, 
causing property damage to landscaping and fencing. We under- 
stand that Servall is assuring some of our neighbors that service 
will not be affected should the alley be closed. We suggest 
that it would be far more satisfactory to correct the utility 
pole situation at the "T", permitting the garbage trucks to 

turn out to Home Avenue, than to continue the unsatisfactory 
and hazardous back-up procedures. Who knows when some youngster 
may be hit by a retreating truck? 

Now, Phil, the question can be boiled down to what further 
indignities and impairment to property values will Beechwood 
residents face in the future? Pedestrian traffic alone between 
Beechwood and Home Avenue seems to justify a strong position in 
favor of keeping the alley open. And certainly, Beechwood 
residents are entitled to some degree of protection. 

Surely, there are more satisfactory ways to solve these 
problems .
